Water & Electric Board Again Postpones 


Action On Extension Of Electric Contract 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday evening and 
heard Clyde Tew, of Water Treat- 
ment and Controls Company, report 
that the Elba water system should be 
back to standards and ready for 
another state inspection by the 
weekend. The work remaining to be 
done is repairing of some pumps 
used for chemical additives to the 
water. 

However, the subject on which 
the most time was spent, and 
possibly the most profound, with the 
longest-lasting effect, was a con- 
tinuing discussion over a requested 
twenty-year extensior on the 
Alabama Electric Co-op wholesale 
electric rate. The present contract 
lasts until 2005S and the co-op is 
asking a’! member utilities to sign an 
extension, lasting until 2025. 

Mayor Bob English addressed 
the board and urged them to study 
the proposal before signing it, and 
offered figures from the City of Troy 
indicating Elba could save money by 
buying from Alabama Power 
Company rather than Alabama 
Electric. English presented figures 
comparing the present rate Elba is 
paying to the rate Troy is paying .nd 
indicated that IF Elba had purchased 
at the same rate as Troy did in 
November, 1984, the savings would 
have been $41,312.08 for that month 
alone. 

The figures are based on the fact 
that Troy receives an electrical 
allocation from Southeast Power 


Administration (SEPA). This is 
federally generated electricity at 
hydro dams in the southeast. English 
noted that this electric power 
allocated to Elba is presently going 
to Alabama Electric and is pooled 
with the allocation of other users. 

English stated that if Elba could 
get this allocation furnished directly 
to the city as Troy does, this would 
make it economically practical to 
actually break away from the co-op 
and buy electricity from the lowest 
bid. He estimated the SEPA power 
would supply 17-20 percent of the 
power needs of the city. 

Elba is an owner/member of 
AEC as was Troy until they withdrew 
in 1975. Both the mayor and city 
clerk D.M. English quoted Troy 
officials as saying they had no desire 
to return to the co-op as a member. 

Board member Jack Prescott, 
who is also one of Elba’s representa- 
tives on the AEC board of trustees, 
stated he is in favor of staying in the 
co-op and also signing the contract 
extension. He quoted AEC officials 
as announcing that Troy did in fact 
want to return as a member. Prescott 
acknowledged that at present the 
Alabama Power Company rate was 
lower than that of the co-op, but 
mentioned the pending purchase of a 
portion of the nuclear power plant 
near Dothan as something that will 
bring down the average cost of 
electricity. He also noted that there 
have been several cases of Elba 
getting sizeable cash dividends from

Commission Votes To Purchase Courthouse Annex In Enterprise 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in“regular session on Monday, 
December 10, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to purchase a 
building near the courthouse for use 
as a courthouse annex, 

The building is presently 
occupied by Rudd Furniture 
Company and is located at the corner 
of N. Edwards and E. Lee Streets. 

Commissioner Charlie Mack 
Martin told the commission there 
was a need to purchase additional 
property around the Enterprise 
courthouse to allow for expansion, 
and made a motion to purchase the 
Rudd Furniture building, owned by 
the Crumpler family, and the lot 
behind it for $250,000. 


Martin ‘explained the cost was 
only slightly higher than the cost of 
renovating the existing structure, 
while the new building would offer 
far more office space. 

Commissioner Martin stated, 
‘Financially, the county is sound, 
and will be sound when the lame 
duck commissioners go off the 
board. This will not put the county in 
a financial bind," 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
disagreed and declared, *‘There is 
no way we can do it with our 
budget.”’ 

Commissioner Rex Boutwell 
seconded the motion, and after a 
lengthy discussion, the vote was 
taken, with Martin and Boutwell 


voting for the motion, Eagerton and 
Bradley voting ‘‘no’’ and Grant 
abstaining from voting. 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
broke the tie by voting for- the 
motion, and said, ‘I’m sure I'll be 
criticized, but I think it’s in the best 
interest of Coffee County that we 
purchase the building.” 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m., and after the routine 
adopting of the minutes, the first 
order of actual business was to open 
bids. 

The only bid on paving 10.6 miles 
of roads came from. Wiregrass 
Construction Company and totaled 
$134,784, The paving will take place 
on the Ted Rugg Road, Holloway

A representative of the Regional

Commission was at the meeting and 
brought paperwork to be signed 
concerning the expansion of the 
Victoria Water Authority. The 
expansion will provide water to 100 
families, with construction to be 
completed by July 1, 1985. 

Commissioner Rex Boutwell 
answered recent “‘allegations by the 
news media’’ concerning purchases 
by the ‘lame duck commission’’ 

Boutwell stated the claim that the 
“lame ducks’’ put the county 
$900,000 in debt was wrong. ‘‘The 
commission did purchase trucks, 
motor graders and other road equip- 
ment,”’ said Boutwell, ‘‘and we also 
let contracts to resurface 37 miles of 
roadway. However, the two return- 
ing commissioners didn’t vote 
against the plans, and the total 
amount of money borrowed was less 
than $375,000. At the end of the fisal 
year in September the county had 
over $750,000 surplus in various 
funds that were available for use. | 
love Coffee County and would never 
do anything to hurt it!"’ 

Commissioner Eagerton said, ‘‘] 
made the statement that the bids out 
would total over $900,000. I didn’t 
say the outgoing commissioners had 
done a bad job. They did a fine job 
and I am proud to have served with 
each of them.”’ 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***delayed making a pledge to 
allocate $3,000 in additional funds to 
the Extension Office to allow Auburn 
University to appoint a staff 
member; 

***reviewed a list of items to be 
offered at auction on December 15; 

***aoreed to close a road near 
Highway 52 in Kinston; 

***aoreed to close a dirt road on 
Highway 84; 

***voted to make repairs to relocate 
water endangering a rural cemetery; 
***approved giving county 
employees December 24-25 and 
December 31-January 1 off for the 
holidays; 

***anproved a request to allow radio 
station WKMX to place a guidewire 
over County Road 43 to be used to 
anchor a new talier towe' ; 

***was informed the v.¢ Elba hydro 
electric dam had been placed on the 
U.S. Register of Historical places; 
and 

***paid bills 


the co-op. When English stated they 
could find only one $35,000 rebate on 
record, Prescott explained that 
several had been automatically 
deducted from the bill and had not 
been in the form of checks. 

Board member Mickey Murdock, 
a CPA, questioned several items in 
the co-op's financial statement, 
notably that it had a negative capital 
position and had lost money in three 
of the last five years. While 
discussing the financial report, 
Murdock noted that he was familiar 
with companies who operate for 
profit, and it was possible that 
non-profit utilities use some 
different accounting methods. He 
said he would like to be better 
informed before voting on the 
matter. 

Prescott noted that board 
member Cleo Hawkins was absent 
and made a motion that no action be 
taken until the full board was 
present. This passed unanimously. 
Prescott reminded board members 
the matter had been tabled last 
month because a member was 
absent, and even though he knew 
Hawkins’ feelings on the matter, he 
felt there should be a full board 
present when a decision was made. 

Chairman Oscar Vaughan 
suggested he and Murdock get 
together and contact AEC, because 


he wanted the answers to some of 
the same questions Murdock had 
presented He urged all board 
members to try to be better informed 
so their decisions would be what was 
best for the people of Elba. 

A check with Jerry Andrews, 
representing AEC, on Wednesday 
morning, revealed the co-op is 
scheduling a meeting with the Elba 
utility board as early next week as 
possible to clear up questions. 

Andrews also pointed out that 
Troy owns and operates their own 
115-KV substation and there can be 
extensive cost to the city if lightning 
knocks out one of the large trans- 
formers. He noted that when a 
transmission transformer goes out 
with a co-op member, AEC bears the 
cost and furnishes the equipment 
and manpower to replace or repair 
this equipment. This, he says, then 
becomes part of AEC operating 
expense and is spread around over 
the whole system. 


He noted also that a somewhat 
lower rate is available when using 
the 115-KV substation, as compared 
with the 46-KV stations used by 
Elba. He explained that Elba was 
ideally served by the two 46-KV 
stations due to the unique power 
demand of the citizens and 
businesses. 


City To Install Fire Plug At Kleinerts 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board issued a contract to Water 
Treatment and Controls of Dothan, 
to install an additional fireplug near 
Kleinert’s and a check valve in a 
six-inch supply line at a pumping 
station. This will have a favorable 
impact on insurance rates for both 
Kleinert’s and Hickman Moving and 
Storage. 

Clyde Tew of the firm explained 
that at present, if both the electric 
and gasoline water pumps fail at the 
pumping station, fire truck pumpers 
couldn't supply enough water unless 
a manual bypass valve was turned, 
Now with the check valve installed, 
the bypass can remain permanently 
opened and the water flow controlled 
with the check valve. 

Tew also said the Alabama 
Department of Energy Management 
would be contacted by the end of the 
week to check the quality of the 
water supply in Elba. 


Mrs. Gladys Yelverton made a 
motion to approve grants of utility 
board money to the city. This is a 
bookkeeping entry required by 
auditors and will cover cash given to 
the city, the schools, and to cover 
cost of electricity used by the city. 

Board chairman Oscar Vaughan 
reviewed the financial condition of 
the electric and water systems. He 
noted that the electric department 
earned a fair profit, the .city water 
system earned only $957.60 and the 
rural water lost $982.88. The total 
system billed $222,387.32 for 
utilities during the past month. 

Board members reviewed a list of 
late utility customers and were told a 
$5.00 late charge was being applied 
to all bills that were late - with no 
exceptions. 

The large number of inoperable 
water meters in town should begin 
coming down as a purchase of 200 
new meters begins arriving. 


Kelley Appeals To Elba City Council 


For Relief With Water Problems 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with all members 
present. Following the police report 
of routine activity, Chief White 
informed the council that the city 
spent approximately $700 during the 
recent undercover drug operation 
recently completed in town, Mayor 
Bob English explained that it was 
obvious such matters couldn't be 
brought up in open council meetings 
for approval prior to the operation 
and therefore it was customary for 
the mayor to approve it and report 
the results to the council later. 

Mr. Aaron Kelley was again 
before the council asking for relief 
from water flooding his workshop. 
He noted there was no problem until 
the last airport extension that cut off 
a natural drain, causing water to 
back up into his workshop. He urged 
the cutting of a ditch around the end 
of the runway to drain off the water. 

Mayor Bob English pointed out 
they were working on the problem, 
but it would probably take a ditch 25 
feet deep to drain the area and it 
would be across privately owned 
property, Both English and Kelley 
agreed to work on the problem and 
seek another solution 

Postmaster Bill Bullard appeared 
before the council concerning recent 
change of direction of the one-way 
Yelverton Street He wanted to 
make it clear to the public that he 
was not responsible for the change 
and in fact was - and still is - opposed 
ton 

Bills totaling $15,842.41 were 
approved for payment. Six thousand 
of this was for gas and oil; $727 for 
sidewalk forms to replace damaged 
sidewalks in town, $984 for repairs to 
a compressor, $500 for repairs to a 
garbage truck and $700 for sewer 


solvent. 

Councilman Jack Prescott 
expressed pleasure with the street 
department on the cleaning out of 
storm drains around town.

Take Care In 
Choosing Toys 
For Kids 


By: Charles A. Graddick 
Attorney General 

Around Christmas time each 
year, 5,000 new toys enter the 
marketplace. This holiday season 
will find more than 15,000 different 
kinds of toys for sale in an esti- 
mated one million retail outlets. 

The Attorney's General's Office 
of Consumer Protection offers the 
following suggestions: 

1) Buy toys that suit the skills and 
abilities of the child. Avoid toys that 
are too complex for young children. 

2) Look for labels that give age 
recommendations or safety 
information such as _ ‘‘Not 
Recommended for Children under 
Three’’ or ‘‘Non-Toxic’’ on toys 
likely to end up in little mouths. 

3) Watch out for toys that have 
sharp edges, small parts or sharp 
points. Avoid toys that produce 
extremely loud noises that can 
damage hearing and propelled 
objects that can injure eyes. 

4) Explain to the child how to use 
toys properly and safely. 

5) Always try to supervise young 
children while they play. 

6) Insist that children put their 
toys away so they do not get broken 
and so that no one else trips or falls 
on them. 

7)Examine toys periodically; 
repair broken toys and discard toys 
that cannot be fixed. 

The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission has prepared a 
twelve-picture coloring book for 
children to haye fun with while 
they're learning about toy safety. 
Each of the pictures has a lesson in 
toy safety for the youngsters to 
consider and for parents to talk with 
their children about. There are 10 
lessons in all.

1 3-lb. bag white chocolate (found in 
most craft stores)

boiler over boiling water or in 
microwave, in heavy, thick dish to 
prevent scorching (scorches very 
easily), checking and stirring fre- 
quently until melted. Dip pretzels (a 
few at the time) in melted chocolate 
letting excess drain, and place on 
waxed paper-covered dish and let 
cool. If chocolate becomes hard, 
return to heat for a few seconds. 


WASSAIL 
1/2 gallon apple cider 
1 qt, cranapple juice 
1 small can orange juice concentrate 
10-12 whole cloves 
3 sticks cinnamon 
3/4 cups sugar 


Mix and bring to a boil - simmer 
20-25 minutes. 
(1 cup rum optional) 

Can be kept in fridge and heated 
as needed,

FIRE RISISTANT TREES 

The glow of a softly burning 
candle «ids much to the atmosphere 
of the tstive season we are going 
into. Ths open flame can cause a fire 
which vould ruin the whole holiday 
season.Every Christmas tree and all 
green c@corations should be made 
flame reistant if they are to be used 
where tere is a danger of fire. 

Hertis how to do it: Into a large 
pail putone pound of ammonium 
sulfamaz or calcium chloride for 
every for pounds the tree or greens 
weigh. Thoroughly dissolve the 
chemica in water--one pound of 
either gemical to one quart of 
water. ‘lace the pail in a cool 
place--5! degrees to 65 degree 
farenhei Cut the base of the tree or 
boughs a a slant and place in the 
solution.Allow to remain until most 
all, if not!!, is absorbed. If after two 
days it tems that the tree is not 
taking v the solution, add a bit 
more weer as the solution may be 
too concotrated.

PLANT} NEED WATER 

If you think you can quit watering 
your slants just because cold 
weathe: is here, you're wrong. 

Dry weather can be damaging 
during the winter. Although plants 
don't dry out as quickly during cold 
weather, they still need water. This 
is especially true for evergreen 
shrubs and newly planted trees, 
shrubs and lawn grasses. 

Whenever there's a dry spell, 
soak the soil around the plants about 
once a week. Apply water slowly so 
that it will soak in instead of running 
off. 


TWIG GIRDLER 

Pecan twig girdiers can do 
damage to pecan trees. Rush Wicker 
of Dixie Drive, Enterprise, is 
experienceing damage to his pecan 
tree, 

The limbs that drop off look as if 
they have been cut very carefully 
with a sharp knife, Twig girdlers are 
grayish brown, long-horned beetles 
about 4 inch long. They lay eggs in 
the twigs of pecan and other 
hardwood trees and then girdle the 
twigs so that they will break off. 

I recommend burning the broken 
limbs during the winter because they 
contain the larvae of the pecan 
girdler. Additional control is seldom 
necessary, 


NITRATE GREENS 

Nitrating turnips and mustard 
greens promotes rapid tender 
growth, Apply one to two pints of 
ammonium nitrate per 100 feet of 
row when the plants are four to five 
inches. tall. Spread the nitrate 
granules in a wide band about four 
inches from the base of the plants. 
Apply them when the plants are dry 
to avoid any injury to the foliage. 

Nitrate fertilizers are water 
soluble. So, it isn’t necessary to work 
them into the soil, Repeat applica 
tions of nitrogen may be used about 
every 30 days. 


MULCH PROTECTS PLANTS 

You haven't finished your lawn 
chores this fall if you haven't 
mulched your plants. Mulch helps 
protect plants from the freezing 
weather during the winter. Mulches 
protect tender plant crowns and help 
prevent excessive drying of the soil. 

In winter, frost penetration is less 
likely to occur in a mulched area. 
Evergreens must absorb moisture in 
the winter as well as summer; 
therefore a winter mulch may 
prevent the soil water from freezing 
and becoming unavailable to plants. 

Pine straw is our most common 
mulch. Other mulching material can 
be used such as sawdust, wood 
chips, bark, straw, grass clippings 
and pecan hulls, Peanut hulls can be 
used as mulch, but you stand a 
chance of getting nematodes and 
weed seeds in peanut hulls.

DEALERS 

Coffee County has several 
excellent agri-business dealers. 
They are businessmen who help 
farmers and homeowners make 
decisions on products to use and also 
how to use these products safely. 
They attend pesticide dealer training 
meetings each year to get updated 
materials and to review safety pre- 
cautions. 

The tragedy in India where about 
2,000 people died and countless 
thousands were severely injured 
reminds me of the importance of 
handling pesticides carefully. To 
prevent a tragedy on your farm or in 
your home, be sure to store 
pesticides away from children. Keep 
pesticides in the original containers. 
Materials which are outdated should 
be taken to the landfill or disposed 
of.

Federal Crop Insurance Corporation 


Period Ends On The Following Dates 


According to Joann C. Shelley, a 
representative for the Federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation, the 1984 
Crop Year insurance period ends for 
the following crops grown in Coffee 
County insured by the Federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation (FCIC), or by 
a private company reinsured by 
FCIC: 

Corn and Grain Sorghum, 
December 10; Soybeans, December 
20; Cotton, December 31. 

‘Any notice of loss must be given 
no later than 30 days after total 
destruction of the unit, completion of 


harvest, or the applicable date the 
Crop Year insurance period ends, 
whichever occurs earlier,’’ according 
to Joann C. Shelley. 

The producer who anticipates a 
claim should notify his or her Crop 
Insurance agent immediately. 


Under the terms of the policy, 
any acreage which harvest will not 
be completed must be left until an 
inspection is made, Any claim for 
indemnity may be rejected if these 
loss reporting requirements are not 
met,’’ Joann C. Shelley stated.

16 Expected To Lose Lives During Holiday Period 


The Alabama Department. of 
Public Safety has estimated that 16 
people will lose their lives in traffic 
accidents during the upcoming 
Christmas Holidays, according to 
Col. Byron Prescott, department 
director. 

The 102-hour holiday period 
begins at 6 p.m. Friday, December 
21, and ends at midnight Tuesday, 
December 25. Last year during the 
Christmas holiday, seven traffic 
fatalities occurred, five on rural 
roadways and two on urban, 

Prescott urged all motorists to be 
particularly careful when driving 
during peak holiday traffic periods. 
“This is a time of year to share our 
joy with family and friends, and it is 
my fervent wish that no family be 
called upon to share the pain Of the 
loss of a loved one in a traffic 
accident,’’ he said. 

Prescott said motorists can make 
their holidays safer by buckling their 
seatbelts, using child restraints, 


obeying the speed limit and all other 
traffic laws, and by driving carefully 
and defensively. 

‘In addition, motorists should 
keep in mind that 50 to 60 percent of 
all traffic fatalities are alcohol- 
related; drivers should never get 
behind the wheel after drinking,"’ 
said Prescott. 

Public safety also has estimated 
that 14 people will die in traffic 
accidents during the New Year's 
holiday period, It begins at 6 p.m, 
Friday, December 28, and ends at 
midnight Tuesday, January 1 for a 
total of 102 hours. Five people died 
in traffic during the 1984 New Year's 
holiday, three on rural roadways and 
two on urban, 


Prescott said all available state 
troopers will be patrolling Alabama 
roads during Christmas and New 
Year's to remove dangerous drivers 
from highways and to remind all 
motorists to drive carefully.

Center Warns Of Possible 


Dangers During Holiday Season 


Imagine the Christmas holiday 
season seen through the eyes of a 
toddler; the colorful, bright lights 
yuletide fires, unique plants and 
trees couple with multiple activities 
and celebrations. 

While the season presents itself 
in a flamboyant way, Christmas can 
become a tifne of crisis if certain 
objects of the season find their way 
into a child's mouth. 

The Alabama Poison Center 
warns all consumers to help prevent 
the drastic rise in poisonings which 
occur during the holiday season. 

‘*We do not want to alarm people 
unneccessarily. However, if is 
important to know that some holiday 
items have the potential for creating 
a serious poisoning,’ medical 
director of the Tuscaloosa based 
center said. By taking a few minutes 
to become aware of which items can 
be problems and taking necessary 
precautions, the Christmas can be 
sate and enjoyable."’ 

Dr. Bobo warned about bubbling 
Christmas tree lights which contain a 
fluid called methylene chloride. The 
fluid is harmful if it is ingested or 
inhaled. 

Although Yule logs burning in 
the fireplace are beautiful, they 
contain fire salts which produce their 
multicolor flames. Dr. Bobo 
explained if these salts are ingested 
they can cause heavy metal 
poisoning. 


‘Colognes and perfumes 


exchanged as gifts, as well as 
alcoholic beverages found more 
frequently in the house during the 
holidays can be deadly,’* Dr. Bobo 
said. In relatively small amounts 
(one-half to one ounce) alcohol may 


cause severe problems in a child. 
Dr. Bobo suggested that parents 
keep alcoholic beverages out of the 
reach of small children. ‘‘After 
parties make sure all glasses are 
emptied and not left setting on 
tables. Often curious children empty 
the glasses as they have seen adults 


‘With the advent of pocket cal- 
culators. electric watches and 
cameras. a new form of danger has 
been introduced into the home-the 
disk or button battery,’" Dr. Bobo 


said. ‘‘When the battery is 
swallowed it often becomes lodged 
enroute on its way. out. This 


presents a hazard Of very serious 
potential.”’ : 

Dr. Bobo explained that 
Poinsettias are not as poisonous as 
originally believed. The plants are 
harmful only if ingested in large 
amounts 

‘Holly, Jerusalem Cherry and 
Mistletoe. however, are highly toxic 
plants. If any part of these plants is 
swallowed the Alabama Poison 
Center should be called 
immediately. Holly and Mistletoe 
above doorways does not ensure 
safety. One or two berries which 
have fallen to the floor may cause 
significant poisoning or even death 
in children,’’ Dr. Bobo warned. 


With all the excitement of the 
holiday season, it’s easy to become 
vulnerable to many hazards. Plan 
wisely and avoid accidents before 
they occur.
